W ASHINGTO N, April 15—New 
food programs designed to break 
bottleneck# in the domestic dairy 
and meat 
markets were being 
drafted 
today 
by 
government 
agencies. 
Announcement of the plans wa# 
expected sometime this week 
The Office of Price Administra­ 
tion 
hoped that 
the new 
meat 
program would smash black mar­ 
ket operations which admittedly 
were worse now than during the 
war. 
However, 
prospects 
are 
that 
there will be less meat on Ameri­ 
can tables than during the past 
few months. The agriculture de­ 
partment said that shipments of 
meat 
to 
famine 
areas 
abroad 
would 
hold the domestic

below the "relatively high level” of 
recent month*.

WASHINGTON. 
A p r i l 
15- 
President Truman said today the 
United Nations will and must suc­ 
ceed because ‘‘complete devasta­ 
tion” is the only alternative to 
international cooperation in this 
atomic age. 
Addressing the Pan American 
union governing board in the 16th 
annual observance of Pan Ameri­ 
can day, the President said the j 
w’orld faces "a great and danger- 
ous adventure1’ in which all must 
do their part to eliminate fear of 
war and establish ' a rule of jus­ 
tice and world cooperation."

Ohio Motorists Killing 
Themselves Off At Same 
Fast Rate As Before War

COLUMBUS, April 15—Sudden death has come home from the war. 
A check of fatalities on Ohio'* streets and highways showed today 
that since V-J day released drivers from all restrictions, the toll has 
mounted until the rate now’ la about the same as in 1941, the w’orst 


year in Ohio traffic history. 
Comparison of figures obtained from the state departments of high­ 
ways and health showed that on the basis of the first three months of 


1946, automobiles will kill more 
than 2,600 persons in Ohio this 
year. 
The present rate of fatalities is 
78 per cent above that for 1945— 
and it is increasing at a fast rate. 
In August, the last month of re­ 
stricted 
driving, there 
were 129 
traffic deaths in Ohio. The first 
month after restrictions w’ere lift­ 
ed, there w-ere 147. 
In October, the toll was 162, in 
November 195, and in December 
th total was 200. 
Another 
128 Ohioans 
died in 
traffic accidents in the first three 
months of this year. That figure 
is not complete, since some cor­ 
oner’* reports have not come in. 
The death rate has not reached 
the 1941 peak, but it has nearly 
done so—and more motorists will

Milder Attache 
In others, the attacks are milder, 
coming only seldom and lasting 
but a short time. In either case 
the attacks may be brought on by 
a chance touch of the faee, or by 
such movements aa are involved in 
eating or talking. 
Tic douloureaux bas been known 
for centuries, though even today 
its exact cause remains r mystery. 
Nonetheless, modem medicine has 
found a way to relieve it. In 1890, 
an operation for abolishing the 
fierce pain of this disorder was de­ 
vised — an operation, which bas 
since been so perfected and refined 
that it stands aa a monument to 
the skill of modem surgery. 
Catting Nerve 
This operation consists rn cut­ 
ting a part of the trig urinal nerve 
in the face. It is, of course, a highly 
delicate and skill-requiring opera­ 
tion. Extreme care must be taken 
to cut only one part of the nerve. 
Should that part which serve* the 
muscles be severed, parts of th# 
face will be paralyzed and facial 
muscles waste away. 
For these reasons, people with 
the milder type of tic douloureaux 
will wish for less drastic forma of 
relief and these are available in the 
form of aspirin and other pain­ 
killing preparation*. It should be 
noted, however, that such things 
give only temporary ease from 
pain. 
Freezing the painful area with 
ethyl chloride spray is another 
frequently used temporary meas­ 
ure. According to Dr. Wilfred 
Harris of London, application of 
heat may only make bad matters 
worse. 
Alcohol Injections 
Sometimes, instead of resorting 
to operations, doctors prefer to in­ 
ject the branches of the nerve with 
alcohol. This will often get rid of 


the pain, hut the procedure hi 
something which must be handled 
only by an expert and five* only 
temporary relief. 
It has been suggested that at 
times tie doulooreauA may be re­ 
lieved by giving large injections 
of vitamin B-complex. However. 
in many instances this method of 
treatment has not been found suc­ 
cessful. 
Of course, pain in the faee may 
be produced by many disorders 
other than trigeminal neuralgia. 
There may be tome inflammation 
of the muscles, or the difficulty 
may be due to decayed teeth or poe- 
aibly to what are known aa im­ 
pacted teeth, which mean* teeth 
that have not come through the 
gums. 
Hence, whenever pain in the 
face develops a careful study by 
a specialist in disorders of the 
nervous system would appear ad­ 
visable. X-rays of the teeth should 
be taken to help in making a di­ 
agnosis. 
If it is found that the pain is 
due to trigeminal neuralgia and 
is not severe, treatment with medi­ 
cines may be attempted. 
If the 
pain is more severe, alcohol injec­ 
tions might prove of value and in 
the most severe cases, operation 
may be carried out.

of Paget’• disease of the bones? 
Answer: Paget’s disease of the 
bones is a chronic condition which 
affects chiefly the skull, the spine 
and the long bones in the legs and 
arm*. It causes thickening of the 
hones, and the large bone in the 
leg known as the “femur" becomes 
bent 
The disease usually begins with 
indefinite pains, in individuals be­ 
tween 60 and 60 years of age. The 
arms and legs may be sore, the 
pain being worse at night. Head­ 
ache and bronchitis also occur. Due 
to the bending of the legs, a patient 
becomes shorter in height. 
No treatment which win cure 
this condition, has as yet hem dis­ 
covered. 


M. D.: Ta there a cure for undu­ 
lant fever? 
Answer: There is no specific 
treatment for undulant fever. 
However, with proper hygiene and 
plenty of rest, the condition, in 
most cases, dears up. A specific 
serum has been used but hee aet 
been found especially effective.

# WASHINGTON—-Immediate action to make Hawaii the 49th 
state it urged by Delegate Joseph Farrington, who is weary of his 
beloved islands having a voice but no vote in Congress. 
This is the hour. Here, there’s new realization that this 2.200- 
mile outpost ha* grown closer to us through the speed-up in trans- 
potation and communications. 
Over there, 
bitter that 
th* taste of military rule after Pearl Harbor wa* so 
even the few against statehood have joined the ranks 
of supporters. (Some of the evils of that military 
reign would not have been possible, it is said, had 
Hawaii been a state with it* citizen right* de­ 
fended by the constitution.) 
The new' adherents come largely from tabor 
who also fear the talked-about “commiaaion’* 
form of government based on th* pattern of the 
District of Columbia disliked by the majority of 
the populace. 
The committee involved with this legislation »s 
astir. A subcommittee of the committee on ter­ 
ritories went to Hawaii the first of the year to 
see for themselves, not only what the local sen­ 
timent was, but also if, in their collective opinion. 
President Truman the islands were ready for statehood 
They found a lot of good reasons for making 
this territory (since 1900) a state. 
Impatiently, the committee awaited the return of Chairman Hugh 
Peterson, of Florida, who is just back from a highway junket *to 
Central America. The six-man sub-committee is unanimously ask­ 
ing for immediate hearings 
The other five. beside# Farrington, were Democrats Chairman 
Henry Larcade, J r . of Louisiana, James J Delaney of New York, 
and George P Miller of California, and Republicans Homer Angel! 
OI Oregcjp and Dean Taylor of New York.

The sub-committea also unanimously says that the Territory of 
Hawaii now meets the necessary requirements for statehood. 
lf th* Congress does not say “yea'’ to Hawaii, it will be for two 
reasons seldom mentioned out loud. 
Some opposition will come from the Navy, although no one in tha 
Navy department will admit this for publication. (After all, the 
commander-in-chief, Harry Truman, recommended statehood for 
Hawaii to the Congress in January !

American might be elected to the most exclusive club in the United 
State#, the United States Senate. 
Proponent# pooh-pooh this. They say “look back over the his-' 
tory of Hawaii since it was annexed in 1899, and you will find the 
caliber of the men who have been sent to represent the islands in 
the United States Congress has been consistently high ” 
The present delegate is another Farrington, a name associated 
with the progress of the islands. It was his father, 
once governor and owner of the largest newspaper, 
who wa# responsible for the Hawaiian Bill of Rights 
Briefly, that made certain that Hawaii would be 
Included in the same benefit# offered the state#. 
But there is still a joker, as Hawaiians know 
full well. 
The territory must be specifically mentioned in each bill each' 
time, so anytime Congress, through some whimsy, might decide 
not to include the islands, it could. Congress could take away any­ 
thing, even self-government With statehood, the constitution would 
make the islands' rishis unalterable.
